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There are many places on the National Forests 
where you Can enjoy winter recreation. The 
following trails are only a few of the scenic 
places you can explore. Check with the local 
District Ranger on the National Forest you are 
visiting for other areas you can visit that may not 
be marked. For instance, many snowcovered 
roads are easy to follow and allow you to get 
away from the crowds. 

Other things to keep in mind for a safe and pleas- 

ant visit: 

e check with your local National Forest office 
for updated weather and avalanche hazard 
information. 

e be sure to get a Sno-Park permit since nearly 
all plowed areas require one. 

e jin consideration of others, please leave your 
pets at home.
